Drive Gets 
Big Start |

The drive to raise $1,500,000 for 
expansion of St. Joseph’s Infirm- 
ary got off to a good start yes- 
terday when it was announced at 
the first campaign workers’ meet- 
ing that doctors on the hospital’s 
staff plan to contribute $100,000 
from their own pockets. 

This good news was tempered, 
hovrever, by a note of warning to 
solicitors that’ reaching the goal 
will be a “tough” job, requiring 
the best efforts of all those work- 
ing on it. 

Nearly 500 workers attended the 
first meeting at the Ansley Hotel. 
They were told that construction 
of the proposed eight-story build- 
ing would give Atlanta 156 sorely 
needed hospital beds. 

Dr. Mason I. Lowance, Presi- 
dent of the Staff at St. Joseph's, 
gaid the need for hospital beds in 
Atlanta could not be overestimat- 
ed. Although other cities all over 
the country also lack beds, Dr. 
Lowance said the shortage here is 
“even a little bit worse.” 

“Beds are one-third harder to 
* get here than a year ago,” he de- 
clared, “and, of course, they were 
harder to get then than in previous 
years ... You can’t go into St. 
Joseph's or other Atlanta hos- 
pitals at any time and find a va- 
cant bed. We have to leave 
patients in operating rooms, clinic 
examining rooms or any other 
place we can find in order to take 
care of them.” 

Hughes Spalding, Co-Chairman 
of the funds drive, explained that 
St. Joseph's is a charitable, non- 
profit institution, and any gifts 
to it are dedu

The Education Board’s recom- 
mendation was made a part of the 
Bond Commission’s final report, 
giving the County a proposed 
issue of $22,500,000 and the City 
$20,000,000. 

The Commission pointed out 
that with expected Federal and 
State participation in some of the 
projects, the bond issues would 
finance a $82,500,000 program. 

If approved, the bond program 
would finance the $60,000,000 
Lochner traffic plan to open up 
the downtown congested area, -~ 1 
would provide other millions for 
schools, airport, sewerage, fire, 
garbage, libraries and other fa- 
cilities. 

The program, resulting from 
more than a year of study, is the 
first effort to integrate and co- 
ordinate needs of the metropolitan 
district, and was approached, on a 
“community-wide basis,” a letter 
accompanying the report points 
out. 

State and Federal contribution 
of approximately $40,000,000 is 
contemplated in the report for ex- 
ecution of the Lochner plan, with 
Fulton County contributing $13,- 
500,000 and the City Government 
another $4,200,000, thus providing 
$57,700,000 for traffic improve- 
ments, 
$13,500,000 FOR TRAFFIC 

In addition to the $13,500,000 
for traffic, Fulton County would 
be asked to authorize $2,500,000 
for schools; $2,000,000 for trunk 
sewers and sewerage disposal; 
$1,500,000 for a courthouse annex; 
$1,000,000 for community neigh- 
borhood parks; $1,000,000 for aux- 
iliary airports and aviation neces- 
sities; $500,000 for health and 
community centers; $250,000 for 
-and fire station ties, 


facilities. This would require au- 
thorization of $22,500,000 in coun- 
ty bonds, including the $2,500,000 
approved by the County Board of 
Education Tuesday. 

The City’s proposed $20,000,000 
bond issue would be divided as 
follows: ®

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Carmichael Promises New Voters 


Fit State in Which To Live’

GRIFFIN, Ga., May 15—Appeal- 
ing to veterans and the “rising tide 
of new voters,” Gubernatorial Can- 
didate Jimmie Carmichael Wednes- 
day called for the overthrow of 
political machines and the “worn 
out politicians” who control them. 

The Marietta attorney, who 
spoke to a crowd which over- 
flowed Spalding County Superior 
Courtroom here, also launched a 
verbal barrage against “those who 
seek to buy votes with false prom- 
ises,” and commended the new vot- 
ing groups and veterans for inter- 
est in the “fight to keep honesty 
and decency in state government.” 

He scoffed at the “false prom- 
ises,” including the pledge to “pave 
all ‘the rural roads in Georgia,” 
and predicted the majority of vot- 
ers “will not be deceived.” 

“There are 86,000 miles of rural 
roads in Georgia and it would cost 
$860,000,000 and take 86 years to 
pave them. No man can do this ina 
four-year period,” Carmichael said. 
_ Veterans, he remarked, also will 
not be swayed by promises which 
“cannot be kept.” 

“I ‘know you veterans see 
through the trickery that some oth- 
er candidates in this race are try- 
ing to put over on you. They 


think they can buy you off with 
promises. But you know and all 
Georgia knows that those promises 
are wild and meaningless,” Car- 
michael declared. 

“IT certainly am not going to in- 
sult you by making a lot of false 
promises in an effort to buy your 
votes,” the candidate commented. 
“T repeat what I said at Moultrie 
last week: When I am Governor, 
any just request which veterans 
make of the State government will 
be handled fairly and promptly.” 

Carmichael made his bid for the 
youthful voters—those who have 
registered upon reaching:-their 18th 
birthday—by pointing out

young people’s lack 6f interest in 
“political machines, manipulation 
and chicanery.” These young peo- 
ple want to see a State of which 
they can be proud, Carmichael 
told the crowd, a State which can 
truly bear the title of Empire State 
of the South.

In 1943 Thompson entered the 
State’s Executive Department, 
serving as Executive Secretary un- 
der Gov.

The outlook appeared gloomy 
for any speedy settlement, al- 
though Congressional sources close 
to Lewis said they believed the 
controversy might be ended by 
the end of this week with a com- 
promise solution. 

These sources said the settle- 
ment might involve setting up a 
welfare fund financed half by the 
operators and half by~-the union, 
and administered by a three-man 
board representing labor, manage- 
ment and the public. 

The Union-Management negotia- 
tors had been instructed to report 
back to the White House Wednes- 
day afternoon with a signed con- 
tract terminating their long dis- 
pute. Instead; they appeared to 
have nothing to report except full 
disagreement on the vital welfare 
fund issue that has stalled the 
conferences since mid-March. 

There wes no intimation of what 
course Mr. Truman would follow, 
but Reconversion Director Snyder 
said the President was determined 
the miners would not be allowed 
to close again when the present 
two-week strike truce ends May 25. 

There was no comment from 
Lewis or the operators when the 
bargaining conference broke up. 
However, Special Mediator Ed- 
ward F. McGrady said he had pro- 
posed an indefinite adjournment, 
which both sides agreed to after 
it became evident that they were 
hopelessly stalemated on the fund 
issue. 

McGrady acknowledged that the 
negotiations had broken down, but 
he said it would be ‘going too far 
to say they had collapsed.” 

He did not*elaborate and he had 
no word on what steps the Gov- 
ernment could or would take 
now. 

There was growing concern that 
the dispute might still be stalemat- 
ed, as it has been since the nego- 
tiations began two months ago, 
when the truce ends next week. 
In that event, only three courses 
appeared open: Lewis might order 
his 400,000 miners out of the pits 
again; he might agree to extend 
the truce, or the Government 
might seize the mines and hope 
that the men would work them. 

Snyder held a preliminary con- 
ference with Mr. Truman Wednes- 
day morning and he emerged with 
word that the President was de- 


termined to do everything in his 
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power to prevent a resumption of 
the strike, which already has se- 
riously crippled the industry. 

Whether he contemplated sei- 
zure of the mines Snyder would 
not say, but it was recalled that 
the President hinted only a week 
ago at some such action if it be- 
came necessary. 


Snyder was believed to have in- 
formed Mr. Truman of a gloomy 
report received from Secretary of 
Agriculture Anderson, who said a 
resumption of the striké would 
shut down most of the nation’s vi- 
tal food industries. 


“Without coal, ou food indus- 
try cannot process our 1946 farm 
output, which is just now begin- 
ning to come into harvest,” said 
Anderson. “I consider the effect 
of coal shortages on food alone 
a national calamity.” 


The new coal deadlock develop- 
ed at a bargaining conference 
Wednesday morning when the 
mine operators unequivocally re- 
jected Lewis’ demand for a seven 
percent assessment on their pay- 
rolls to finance a union-adminis- 
tered welfare fund. 


The operators asserted that the 
fund, amounting to about $70,000,- 
000 a year, was “a new social 
theory and philosophy,” which 
would affect every other industry 
in the country. 


They refused to consider Lewis’ 
proposal that the fund be adminis- 
tered solely by the UMW, contend- 
ed that such projects were for na- 
tional and state legislatures to con- 
sider, and that his plan encroached 
upon the Government’s taxing 
powers. 


Their prepared statement also 
said the coal industry already is 
paying about 10 cents a ton for 
social welfare purposes and that 
it paid more than $61,000,000 in 
social welfare taxes in 1944. 


“The miners are well-paid and 
are able to maintain a very high 
standard of living and a first- 
grade order of citizenship ...A 
proper fund to take care of un- 
usual hardship cases is all that is 
required and is all that the in- 
dustry should be asked to bear,” 
it said. 

Lewis was grim and noncom- 
mittal when he left the 40-minute 
bargaining meeting. 

“It seems,” he said, “that for a 
coal miner there is no balm in 
Gilead.” 


He refused all other comment 
on the negotiations or on the labor 
legislation battle now beginning in 
Congress, where strong anti-Lewis 
forces are pressing for speedy ac- 
tion on a series of bills to curb 
the UMW Chief and other, labor 
leaders. 


The operators also rejected an- 
other UMW proposal Wednesday 
on unionization of mine supervi- 
sors. The UMW offered to ex- 
empt from Union membership a 
superintendent and four under- 
ground supervisors on each mine 
shift. 

Spokesmen for the operators 
said management insisted on the

Holy Land 
Problem Crux 
--Van Paassen 


Terming the United Nations 
“weak and undeveloped,” Pierre 
Van Paassen, eminent author, lec- 
turer and student of world affairs, 
last night at the Erlanger Theater 
called on the United States to is- 
sue 100,000 immigration certifi- 
cates for European Jews “to pre- 
vent a grave situation from grow- 
ing into a lethal one.” 


The tall, fair-skinned Dutchman, 
still speaking with a soft, tongue- 
tied-like German accent, warned 
against the world’s “war tendency, 
of which mankind is not aware,” 
and called Palestine the “crux of 
the world’s problems.” 


Here under auspices of the At- 
lanta Zionist District of the Amer- 
ican-Christian Palestine Commit- 
tee, Van Paassen said the UNO 
“when it should be guiding us 
through this storm, is nothing 
more than a debating club.” He 
was introduced at the Erlanger by 
Clark Howell, publisher of The 
Constitution. 


“And after the delegates debate 
peace in the front room, they go 
into the back room and discuss 
the atom bomb. They’re scared 
to be frank and honest with each 
other and it’s hurting the world. 


“We're afraid of the Russians, 
yes, but at the same time the Rus- 
Sians are scared of us. Conse- 
quently we get nowhere. What’s 
needed is for all the problems and 
thoughts of each country to be 
brought into the open. 


“Take Iran. It’s always been 
divided by spheres of influence— 
the Russians on the North and the 
British on the South. And what 
with Iran the gold mine it is, the 
two push against each other con- 
stantly. Do they admit it? No, in- 
stead, they push the Arabs and 
Jews around.” / 

In an interviéw afterward, the 
speaker, who tried to warn the 
world against Germany in a book 
called “Nazism—An Assault on 
Humanity,” as far back as 1934, 
said he liked to agree “with those 
who believe the atom bomb may 
insure a lasting world peace. 

“IT have enough faith in human- 
ity,” he said, “to think atomic 
energy will be used toward pre- 
serving us rather than destroying 
us. If that isn’t true, we may as 
well give up now.” 

Van Paassen, smoking constant- 
ly and shaking his head to empha- 
size his words, recalled the days 
when he was a reporter for The 
Constitution in 1922. 

“I was called from the Toronto 
Globe,” he said, “and I did a col- 
umn for The Constitution called 
the ‘World’s Window’.” 

Later he went to the New York 
World, but the column continued 


‘funtil 1931. 


Then he began his books—“That 
Day Alone,” “Forgotten Ally,” 
“Days of Our Years,” and the lat- 
est, released last week, “The Earth 
Could Be Fair.” 

“The most important thing I 
want you to print,” he concluded, 
“is that we’d better do something 
about the Jews. They’re worse off 
now than they were under the 
Germans. And they’ll not take it 
for long.” 


Lt. D. H. Rubenstien, Jr. 
B-29 Pilot, Declared Dead 


Lt. Douglas H. Rubenstien, Jr., 
son of Col. Douglas H. Ruben- 
stien, former Commanding Officer 
of the Atlanta Quartermaster 
Depot, has been declared dead af- 
ter having been missing in action 
since April 15, 1946. 

Lt. Rubenstien was pilot of a 
B-29 which failed to return from 
a bombing mission over Tokyo, 
His plane was last seen on fire 
at about 7,000 feet above the 
target.

Greeks Need 
Animals, 
Speaker Says 


By CELESTINE SIBLEY. 


Wiring flowers to your sick Aunt 
Sophie may have seemed a neat 
trick a decade or so ago—but one 
of the neatest and most humane 
tricks of this season is to wire a 
milk cow or a mare to a destitute 
farmer in Greece. 

It can be done for the paltry 
sum of $185 for a cow, $98 for a 
mare and $125 for a donkey, as 
George Kanthaky, Executive Vice 
President of the Greek War Relief, 
told a group of Atlanta Greek- 
Americans last night, and all cows 
and mares are guaranteed to give 
birth to calves and colts shortly 
after their arrival in Greece. 

Kanthaky, who arrived in At- 
lanta yesterday on .the thirty- 
eighth day of the war relief group’s 
“Send an Animal to Greece” cam- 
paign, told his fellow Greek-Ameri- 
cans that more than 2,000 animals 
had been ordered by cable for the 
farmers of their “war-ravaged 
Motherland” already. He’s hoping 
before his national tour is over at 
least 10,000 animals will have been 
ordered. Boatloads of Brown Swiss 
heifers, bought in this country and 
selected for their adaptability to 
the dual role of milk cow and draft 
animal, as well as donkeys and 
mares, have already been bought 
and sent to Greece on credit. They 
are being held at points of debarka- 
tion until orders come through for 
their delivery. All the animals will 
be branded “U. S. A.” to insure 
the Greeks know, Kanthaky said, 
“the people in this country have 
not forgottén them.” 

Kanthaky, a New York lawyer 
of Greek descent, served as legal 
counsel to Herbert Lehman, assist- 
ed in the organization of UNRRA, 
and directed specifically relief op- 
eration in the Balkan countries. 

He was accompanied to Atlanta 
by Stelios Haritakis, British-ac- 
cented native of Johannesturg, 
South Africa, who lost both legs 
as a volunteer in the Greek Army 
during an Albanian mountain 
carpaign. Haritakis, a newspaper- 
man, is serving as field representa- 
tive of the Greek War Relief As- 
sociation, and giving an eyewit- 
ness account of suffering in Greece 
and the threat of starvation when 
UNRRA closes this year. 


New Drait Law 
Turns 40 From 
Induction Center 


Muttering about Congress not 
being able to make up its mind, 
40 young Georgia inductees were 
on their Wey back home yester- 
day, still civilians, They had been 
sifted out of 51 prospective se- 
lectees, who reported at Fort Mc- 
Pherson’s Induction Center late 
Tuesday and yesterday after Con- 
gress passed the bill exempting 
fathers and youth under 20 from 
military service. 

All of the “escapes” were dis- 
gruntled, mainly because they had 
made detailed preparations for 
their military induction by leav- 
ing jobs and quitting school. 

T. W. Boylin, 405 Fourth St., 
Atlanta, disgustedly commented he 
had wasted a month waiting to be 
drafted, and would have trouble 
catching up in school. 

Ralph Aljison, of Young Harris, 
said he will go on to college. Clyde 
McKinner, Hiawassee, said he had 
a notion to enlist now and get 
his servi@e over. Jay Chastain, an- 
other Hiawassee boy, was happy 
about the new law. “I’m in no 
hurry to get in uniform,” he said. 

Harold Jones and Aubrey Pow- 
er, both of Crawfordville, allowed 
they’d be able to wait till they 
were 20 to get into khaki. 

Altogether, Maj. Roy B. Martin,

U. S. Court Denies 
Writ to Ex-OWI Man 


Federal Judge Robert L. Russell 
has denied a writ of habeas cor- 
pus filed in-March by Rene C. 
Pollard, former OWI employe in 
Paris, France.

Army May Ask 
Truman tor 


20-to-29ers 


WASHINGTON, May 15—(UP) 
The Congressional ban on induc- 
tion of teen-agers may force the 
Army to ask President Truman 
for authority to draft men in the 
20 through 29 age bracket, War 
Department sources said Wednes- 
day. 

An executive order now limits 
the draft to men through 25. Of- 
ficials said raising the top age to 
29 would add only about 12,000 
men to the pool but in the Army’s 
desperate manpower situation it 
might want them. 

War Department officials said 
the watered-down extension ap- 
proved by Congress is certain to 
slow up demobilization and will 


force the Army to keep men it in- | 


tended to release. 


On the basis of past experience 


the Army estimates half of the 
72,000 men in the 20-29 bracket 
would be rejected for physical and 
other reasons. 

The Army now numbers about 
2,000,000 men and was counting 
on enough new draftees and vol- 
untary enlistments to demobilize 
down to 1,550,000 by July 1. Some 
736,590 men volunteered between 
Oct. 6, 1945 and April of this year, 
but a large part of them were 
teen-agers. 

Officials said enlistments are 
certain to fall off since these 
youths no longer face certain in- 
duction as soon as they finish 
school. 

The Senate passed the House- 
approved extension bill banning 
the induction of teen-agers and 
fathers, but did not like it and 
neither did President Truman.

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The Bond Commission's Recommendations 


After long months of study and analy- 
sis, the Metropolitan Bond Commission 
has made its report and recommendations. 

The Commission, composed of 25 of 
Greater Atlanta’s business and professional 
leaders, has sought to co-ordinate city and 
county improvement efforts by formulat- 
ing an over-all program to be entered into 
jointly. Commission members were di- 
vided into several committees, each of 
which delved exhaustively into specific 
community needs. These committees hav- 
ing related their findings and recommen- 
dations, the Commission as a whole has 
spent a great deal of time correlating all 
reports and deciding how best to allocate 
the money to be raised through a joint 
city-counfy bond issue. 

Our reaction to the Commission’s rec- 
ommendations is that a good job has been 
done. 

There will inevitably be those who will 
feel that this or that need has been 
slighted, that their own particular project 


should have received a larger share of 
the funds. 

The vast majority, however, will im- 
mediately recognize that the Commission 
represented a true cross section of thought 
on the matter, that it considered every 
allocation from a community-wide basis, 
and that the fairest possible division of 
funds has been effected. 

The main thing, it seems to us, is that 
the entire community get behind the pro- 
posal for a June 26 bond issue so that our 
long-delayed program of civic improve- 
ments can be gotten under way this year. 

It has been 20 years since Atlanta and 
Fulton County made appreciable outlays 
for public improvements. The sooner we 
launch the splendid program recommend- 
ed by the Bond Commission, the earlier 
we'll be moving to fulfill the city’s promise. 

Atlanta has its choice: It may wither 
and stagnate or, by grasping its manifold 
opportunities, continue to grow and pros- 
per. 


The County Manager Referendum 


The Fulton Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee’s decision to include the question 
of a county manager on the June 4 ballot 
provides a welcome opportunity to gauge 
public opinion on this long-standing issue. 

It is to be regretted that, because of 
our legislators’ inability to get together at 
the recent session of the General Assem- 
bly, the vote will have no official standing. 
Had our Representatives passed, as they 
were so repeatedly urged, a county man- 
ager bill contingent upon its ratification 
by public referendum, the June 4 vote 
would have the effect of authorizing the 
Commissioners immediately to hire a capa- 


ble executive for the job. 

As it is, even though the public votes 
overwhelmingly for a county manager, 
nothing can be done for seven or eight 
months pending legislative authorization. 

Nevertheless, we trust all parties con- 
cerned will agree to accept the public will 
as indicated by the June 4 vote and make 
for no more delay than absolutely neces- 
sary, if the vote is favorable, in accom- 
plishing the reform. 

In this connection, it seems to us decla- 
rations from the various legislative candi- 
dates as to their intent on the matter are 
very much in order. 


On Improving Legislative Procedure 


The League of Women Voters is one of 
the most completely nonpartisan and al- 
truistic surveyors of the political scene. 
Its members, dedicated to the promotion 
of good government, lose no opportunity 
to study the body politic in all its phases 
and operations. And they have, as a re- 
sult of their continuing interest, evolved 
numerous ideas which have been adopted 
into governmental procedure. 

At the Georgia League’s convention 
last week in Columbus, members added— 
after no little discussion and debate—sev- 
eral new items to the program for which 
the League will work in coming months. 

The League, for instance, has some 
definite ideas about primary elections. In 
the first place, it .believes no State pri- 
mary should be held before Sept. 1, there- 
by shortening as much as possible the 
tenure of lame ducks. Moreover, the 
League is convinced that regulation of 
primaries must be by law, rather than 
party rule, in order to insure fair, honest 
and democratic procedure. And, finally, 
the League thinks election laws should be 
changed so that to win the unit vote of 
a county, a candidate must receive a ma- 
jority instead of a plurality of votes cast 
in that county. This would prevent per- 
sons who receive only 30 to 35 percent of 


a county’s popular vote from being cred- 
ited with its unit vote and thus insure 
against minority rule. 


It is with the League’s ideas for im- 
provement of legislative procedure, how- 
ever, that those who have watched the 
Georgia General Assembly in action will 
be most impressed. 


The League, several representatives of 
which have been in regular attendance at 
every Georgia legislative session for the 
past several years, thinks the following 
necessary: : 


1. A more careful checking of bills to 
prevent ambiguous or contradictory legis- 
lation. 


2. Installation of automatic voting de- 
vices to delay time-killing roll calls. 


3. Making it easier for the public to 
learn the content and status of bills. 


4. Make compulsory filing of local bills 
at the courthouse so people affected can 
be apprised of contents. 


These are four badly needed reforms. 
With the exception of the second, they can 
be done with but little expenditure of 
time and morety. It is to be hoped legis- 
lative leaders will move to effectuate the 
suggestions as soon as another Assembly 
convenes.

Seven Men 
Thrust by Death-- 


Seven men have been thrust into the Presi- 


dency by death. 
The first was John Tyler. The old soldier, 


W. H. Harrison, elected in 1840, died a month later of pneumonia. 
Tyler succeeded him. 

Old soldiers do die, the old infantry ballad to the contrary. 
Hero of the Indian and Mexican wars, Zachary Taylor was elected 
in 1848 and died in 1850. Millard Fillmore was his Vice President. 

Andrew Johnson was the third, replacing the murdered Lincoln. 

Chester A. Arthur was the fourth, replacing James A. Garfield, 
also assassinated. 

Theodore Roosevelt was fifth, becoming President to the great 
consternation of the Republican bosses who thought they safely had 
put away the obstreperous, rich young man who had “got into 
politics.” He became President when William McKinley was 
murdered. 

Calvin Coolidge was the sixth such man to be projected by fate 
into the Presidency. He replaced Warren G. Harding, who died of 
worry and pneumonia and a bad hearf. 

Seventh, of course, is Harry S. Truman. 

None had any real forewarning of the great burden which sud- 
denly was to be put upon him. 


Of the seven only one was able to assume the lead- 
ership of his party. That one was Theodore 


Leadership 


Roosevelt. 

Of the seven only one did not seek to assume that leadership, 
it being fitting, proper and necessary for each so to seek. 

That one was Calvin Coolidge. He did not want to try lead- 
ership. He wanted the party to lead him. Based on his times and 
opportunities, he probably was the most ineffectual man ever to 
hold the office. His one cautious attempt at political diplomacy, 
“I do not choose to run,” was accepted with alacrity by his party. 
He fell across his bed in a rage, kicking his heels in indignation 
at this acceptance. He passed on, leaving behind many anecdotes 
concocted by bored newsmen covering his administration. 

The other six tried. Only Roosevelt succeeded. He succeeded 
simply because he had the capacity for it; the boldness for it, and 
also because he went straight into a reform, anti-big-business, 
“smash-the-monopolies” campaign which won him immediate and 
overwhelming public support. His party had to follow him. 


Not Since 1865 


of 1865 and 1946. 


Not since the Congress of 1865, which bested all the stubborn 
Andrew Johnson could do about it, has there been one so torn 
with dissension; so broken of party loyalties: so confused and “off 
the reservation,” as the one with which Harry S. Truman now 
struggles. 


It is in many of its attitudes an exact duplicate of the Congress 
of 1865. 


Andrew Johnson sought to avoid the evils of the Reconstruction 
period in the South. He offered a national program of recovery 
from the war which was sound. He had Lincoln’s plan for restor- 
ing national unity. 

It was a radical group in his own party, “The Radical Repub- 
licans,” who joined with what other opposition there was to harass 
and snipe at him. It was they who blocked almost every national 
administration designed to restore the domestic economy. 

Today it is a radical revolt within his own party which has 
blocked every one of Harry S. Truman’s major domestic issues, as 
well as some of the international. 

The radical Republicans shouted down Johnson and, when he 
fought back at them, almost succeeded in impeaching him. They 
got the Bit in’ their teeth and kept it there. 

Today Congress has the bit in its teeth. 

But it will ngt let any hands give a guiding touch to the reins. 

It is galloping off in all directions.

When the idea occurred that 
; sh John Crovo, citizen of Jacksonville but unofficial 
ambassador from Atlanta to that Florida city, would make a column, 
it was a couple of the Jones boys who worked it out.

So, Lorenzo did the “leg work,” which included a visit to Crovo 
in Jacksonville and some subsequent correspondence, and this colum- 
nist has the easier task of whipping the acquired dope into shape. 

If you don’t know John Crovo, that argues two facts about your 
Atlanta career. First, you don’t remember old theatrical history 
in this city. Second, you haven’t had to find a friend, when in 
Jacksonville, to do you, a visitor, a favor or work the old “fix” 
for you. 

John runs a Jacksonville theater now. A “big-time” vaudeville 
house, the Temple. But it would require a chartered accountant 
to figure what proportion of his time is devoted to make life pleas- 
ant for Atlanta visitors to that city. A big proportion, beyond 


question. 

John is a native of Louisville, Ky., but he 
Set a Record couldn't help that. By adoption early in life 
he became an Atlantan and has always remained one. This city took 
him to its heart more than a quarter of a century ago and, just as 
truly, he took the city to his heart. 

Just how old John Crovo is today is data unavailable. We do 
know, however, he entered the theatrical business in 1902, when 
he became treasurer and press agent of Macauley’s theater in Louis- 
ville, then one of the leading legitimate playhouses in the United 
States. Prior to that time he had been a newspaper reporter on 
the Louisville Courier-Journal under Col. “Marse Henry” Watter- 
son and the Louisville Times under Col. Robert W. Brown. 

In 1907 John became general manager of the Schloss Theaters 
circuit, stationed in Charlotte, N. C., for 10 years. Then S. A. 
Lynch, of Atlanta, took over that circuit and Crovo worked with him 
as long as he was in business. 

In 1917 John first went to Jacksonville, for Lynch, staying there 
for two years. In 1919 he came back to the Atlanta office, managing 
theaters in Montgomery, Greenville, S. C., then Greensboro, N. C., 
where he directed 14 theaters in the two Carolinas. 

Then came the break! Nineteen twenty-two. John Crovo came 
back to Atlanta as manager for the Forsyth and Lyric theaters. 
That was in 1922 and, though no one realized it at the time, theater 
history was about to be made. 


. There was a stock company at the Lyric 
The Lyric Players Theater. One of the most popular and 
finest stock companies ever gathered together in this country. They 
played 52 weeks of the year, six night performances every week 
and two matinees. A new play each week. With never a break, 
never a missed performance, for any reason. 

They kept that record up for more than three years, setting a 
record for continuous stock company operation, in the: same city, 
that had never been equaled before and, certainly, never will be 
again. 

John Crovo was the manager, first of the Lyric and then of the 
Forsyth, where this record was set. Just how much of the com- 
pany’s success was due to him nobody will ever be able to decide. 
Certainly, he won’t tell. But old-timers credit him with a large 
proportion of credit for that record. 


9 Wonder how many old-timers remember 
Remember Emma! Emma Bunting? “Little Emma Bunting.” 
The leading lady, a diminutive little star, who got her nickname 
because she began her stage career when little more than a baby. 

Emma Bunting, to the audiences who thronged to enjoy those 
stock productions, could do no wrong. Never was there a more 
popular individual player to appear in Atlanta. 

Long afterwards she came, annually, to the Atlanta Theater, 
when that was the leading legit. house here, starring in her own 
road shows. And her name was all needed, at any time, to draw 
long lines to the box office. 

After a year or two managing theaters in Tennessee and Texas, 
Crovo, again returned to Atlanta, as manager of the Metropolitan, 
which stood where the Volunteer Life Building. now stands, at 
Luckie and Broad. He succeeded the late Willard Patterson there. 
Since 1927 he has been assigned to theaters in Miami and Jackson- 
ville, in his present job as Temple Theater manager since 1935. 

John Crovo is just about the last of that group of famous old- 
time theater managers of the South. He knows, as no other living 
man, the history of the theater in the South. He is an authority on 
that subject. 

But, most of all, he is a swell guy, an adopted Atlantan always, 
and a sure bet if you, an Atlantan, are ever in Jacksonville and 
suddenly need a friend.

Public Hates 
‘Knocking 


A columnist who unintentionally 
made a career of exposing rogues 
of a certain kind, for the benefit 
of all Americans, recently com- 
plained that people had shown 
very little interest in his efforts. 
The rogues he sent to prison were 
restored to places of power and 
trust after serving their time. Ap- 
parently he has labored in vain, 
for nobody seems to care. 


That was his plaint, but he 
might have gone further and said 
that people he tries to serve are 
not merely indifferent but irritat- 
ed and resentful. 

An acquaintance of mine, dis- 
cussing the column some days ago, 
said: “I never read his stuff any 
more. It’s always the same thing 
—always knocking.” 

Letters from my readerg have 
said the same thing in different 
words. They resent his everlast- 
ing criticism and fault finding. 
They are bored and depressed by 
it. And they ask in resentful 
unison: “Why can’t he forget 
about crooks and racketeers, and 
write about pleasant things? There 
is enough gloom in the world with- 
out hunting for more.” 

So there is. And such criticism 
of the man’s efforts may seem jus- 
tified. But let’s consider it from 
another viewpoint and make it 
personal.

Doing Business With Russia 


WASHINGTON—Why, at Paris, has Secretary of State James 
F. Byrnes taken the lead in opposing Soviet plans for the Euro- 
pean and Mediterranean peace settlement? Why not make the 
deal towards which all Soviet policy tends, under which the two 
super-powers, the United States and the Soviet Union, would 
simply divide the world between them and live at peace there- 
after? It is time to answer these questions since, as we have 
reported, an obvious diplomatic feeler urging such a deal has been 
sent out by Generalissimo Stalin in person. 


In the opinion of the American policy makers, an answer is 
not far to seek. An adequate answer is comprised, in fact, in. a 
single experience of John Cabot, American Charge d’ Affaires 
at Buenos Aires. Shortly after the Argentine election, Cabot was 
distinctly surprised to be summoned to a private interview with 
the new Argentine dictator, Col. Juan Peron. 


After the publication by the State Department of the record 
of his Nazi connections, Peron’s relations with our Embassy had 
been understandably strained. He received Cabot, however, in a 
spirit more of sorrow than of anger. Speaking the peculiar Fascist 
lingo, he declared he could see no good “geopolitical” reason for 
future tension between his nation and ours. There were, he said, 
natural sympathies between the two peoples. He himself had 
been impressed by the “Nordic Aryanism” of Gen. George Howard 
Brett, who had been to Buenos Aires on a War Department 
mission. Futhermore, he ‘vent on, his study of “geopolitics” con- 
vinced him war was inevitable between the United States and the 
Soviet Union, and it was “natural geopolitically” that in this 
conflict the Argentine should be allied with the United States. 

Here, one suspects, a crocodile tear dropped 


Open F lirtation from the Colonel’s eye, to underline and 
emphasize his next remarks. He continued that his ardent desire 
to join the United States in an anti-Soviet struggle would, of course, 
be frustrated if the State Department, by attacking and opposing 
him, forced him to seek other friends. And where, to be sure, 
would he find these friends except in the Soviet Commission, 
already in Buenos Aires, and exhibiting towards him every mark 
of amiability and consideration? On this note the fantastic con- 
versation closed. Cabot dryly, ended his report, “No comment.” 
An open flirtation with the Soviet Commission now is going on, 


This episode alone should suggest that even in the most cold- 
blooded terms, it might not be good business to enter into the 
kind of deal the Soviets want. The desired deal is simple. In ex- 
change for permitting the Soviet Union to “take” Europe and 
Asia and its zong of influence, we should “take” the Western 
Hemisphere and the Pacific Islands, But what should we get for 
the taking? 


In seeking to answer that question, there are other data which 
also deserve to be considered. At Havana, for example, the Soviet 
government now maintains an active center of political penetra- 
tion throughout Central and South America. The Soviet Embassy 
in Cuba requires a staff of 30 to protect the interests of the single 
Soviet citizen resident of that country. The major share of the task 
is done, moreover, by an unofficial Soviet headquarters maintained 
by a certain Fabio Grobart. This figure from a Hitchcock film, who 
probably was born a Pole but has carried half a dozen passports, 
now is well known to be the channel for orders to Soviet agents 
and top Communists in this hemisphere.-Apart from Mexico and 
Cuba, he has been directing major efforts in Brazil, Chile, Colombia 


and Costa Rica. . 

Sole Furthermore, the attack on “Yankee 
Yankee Imperialism Imperialism” is the most prominent 
feature of the party line. Our opposition to Peron was denounced 
as “imperialistic” by Communistic parties all over South America, 
Incidents are even manufactured to make anti-American feeling, 
as in the recent cas) of a riot at Rio De J@neiro, ostensibly 
caused by an attack on a Brazilian girl by American sailors. Ine 
vestigation disclosed, beyond a shadow of a doubt, that the whole 
affair was the work of agents provocateurs. It is significant that 
the agents in question were Communists and Syndicalists (Bra- 
zilian “Fascists) working together. 

All these facts only serve to prove one simple truth. Again, 
in the most cold-blooded terms, it might even be worth abandon- 
ing the rest of the Western World to its fate, if we could thereby 
purchase a sure peace for ourselves. But we should purchase 
nothing of the sort. With our consent, the Soviet Union would 
control Europe and Asia and grow vastly in strength. Meanwhile, 
we would stay as weak as ever, unless we imitated Soviet meth- 
ods in organizing the zone allotted to us. In the end we should 
be overshadowed and compelled to accept the dictates of the new 
giant power.

“Does American business,” he 
asks, “have a blind spot that pre- 
vents it from seeing that what it 
most detests about government is 
the adoption by government of the 
managerial techniques which are 
the outstanding characteristics of 
modern industrial organization, 
and that the most effective way 
to fight regimentation by public 
managers is first to prevent regi- 
mentation by private managers?” 

Business managers, he said, “‘be- 
lieve themselves to be the defend- 
ers of free enterprise although 
their managerial policies set the 
pattern for state-ism. It is man- 
agement, itself, unregulated and 
absolute, and not merely public 
management which is the foe of 
free enterprise. 


“THIS is the primary fact which 
must be understood if we are to 
make a successful effort to pre- 
serve economic freedom. If we 
desire to prevent the development 
of dictatorial political power, we 
must begin by eliminating dicta- 
torial economic power.” 

The drift toward big govern- 
ment, he explained, “did not be- 
gin until business had outgrown 
the jurisdiction of little and local 
government.” Congress, he said, 
was compelled to regulate big in- 
dustry in the public interest and

If You Have Talent 


TUSCALOOSA, Ala.—To Hudson Strode, the 

University of Alabama’s famed teacher of crea- 

an * tive writing, one of the great undeveloped nat- 

ural resources of the South is the inborn, latent ability of her young 

men and women to put down in words an honest and understanding 
interpretation of the life they know. 

For 10 years now, in his classes here, he has been working, with 
methods little resembling those of the typical college professor, to 
open these rich mines of buried ore. The fruits of his labors have 
been amazing. 

. Since 1938, when Harriett Hassell, a Tuscaloosa girl wrote, and 
Harper’s printed, a novel called “‘Rachel’s Children,” the good books 
and the short stories have been pouring from the typewriters of 
Strode’s young writers in an unbroken flow, They were written by 
young men and women from the farms and the little towns of Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Georgia, Arkansas, Louisiana—written by people 
who, if it had not been for Strode, might not have ever found the 
way to say the things they wanted to say. 

Do not understand from that that Strode is running a sort of book 
factory over here, nor that he can make a writer out of any man or 
woman who knows the rules of advanced composition. You cannot 
mine gold from earth where there is none, nor is there any literary 
alchemy that can transmute a baser ore into gold. 

As Edward Kimbrough, Strode’s assistant, and himself one of 
Strode’s first and most successful writers, puts it:

Lefty Howie Pollet and young

Clamping down 
after his one bad frame, Webber 
set the cards down with three 
harmless safeties the rest of the 
way until he was relieved for a 
pinch hitter in Brooklyn’s eighth. 

Although he struck out only one 
batter, Pollet kept the Dodgers 
well in hand all the way and ex- 
perienced few bad moments, From 
the first inning, when two Brook- 
lyns weer left stranded, through 
the seventh the Card southpaw 
pitched to only 18 men, or exactly 
three per inning. Three double 
plays helped spare him any pos- 
sible embarrassment.

(P)—The $15,000 Colonial National 
invitation, probably the most ex- 
clusive tournament in golf, opens 
tomorrow with most everyone wor- 
ried about a tough course except 
the favorite, Lord Byron Nelson.

WASHINGTON, May 15—(#)— 
Legislation to block employment 
of any Federal worker who be- 
longs to a union that “asserts the 
right to strike against the Govern- 
ment” was recommended Wednes- 
day by the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. 

The provision was included in 
an annual appropriations bill 
carrying funds for operating the 
Agriculture Department.

Russia Kills US. Hopes 
For July Peace Parley 


PARIS, May 15—(UP)— Russia Wednesday night rejected urgent 
American proposals to hold a conference in July on Axis satellite 
peace treaties, but the Big Four Foreign Ministers agreed to revise 
Armistice terms for Italy, in an attempt to get her back to normal, 
before they adjourn Thursday until June 15. 


The Big Four will consider at 
their final sessions Thursday a 
second urgent proposal, made by 
Secretary of State Byrnes Wednes- 
day, that a German peace confer- 
ence be set for Nov. 12, but there 
was little hope that Russian For- 
eign Minister Viacheslav Molotov 
would agree. 

Molotov, in addition to refusing 
Byrnes’s suggestion that. a formal 
peace conference of 21 United Na- 
tions be held July 1 or July 15 to 
consider treaties for Italy, Hun- 
gary, Romania, Bulgaria and Fin- 
land, rejected his demand that the 
Austrian situation be put on the 
program. 

The Big Four Conference, which 
met April 25, had failed on almost 
every major ‘issue. 

For a total of seven hours and 
20 minutes, at two meetings 
Wednesday, the Big Four tried 
to extract something from the 
wreckage. Byrnes for 90 minutes, 
at the end, tried desperately to 
get Molotov away from his “No- 
no-no” attitude on American pro- 
posals. 

Highly responsible sources said 
that Byrnes left no room for 
doubt in the Russian Foreign Min- 
ister’s mind at Wednesday night’s 
meeting that unless Russia agrees 
at the June 15 Big Four Confer- 
ence to set a date for Axis satel- 
lite treaties, the Western Allies 
will go ahead and write treaties 
themselves. That would complete 
the postwar split between East 
and West which fought as one in 
World War II. 

Byrnes and his fellow Ameri- 
cans, Sens. Tom Connally, Demo- 
crat, Texas, and Arthur H. Van- 
denberg, Republican Michigan, 
Chairman and ranking member of 
the Foreign Relations Committee, 
plan to leave Paris for Washing- 
ton Friday morning in President 
Truman’s plane, Sacred Cow. 

Byrnes will have but three short 
weeks to prepare’ the basis for the 
next Big Four meeting. 

The three weeks of this confer- 
ence have resulted in dispute after 
dispute, failure after failure. Each 
time the sticking point has been 
disagreement between West and 
East. 

The one real accomplishment of 
the meeting, however, was a big 
one—the agreement to revise 
armistice terms for Italy. 

That unhappy country, which 
went into the war under Musso- 
lini in 1940 on the Axis side, col- 
lapsed and ended as an ally, is 
regarded by the powers as vital 
to European normality. Immedi- 
ate revision of the rigid armistice 
terms will be a big step in that 
direction. 

Byrnes at a morning meeting of 


the Big Four urged as a vital 
necessity that a German peace 
treaty be drawn up for considera- 
tion Nov. 12.

“I’m past pleasing plump and want 
to be thin, 

I've got a wonderful start on a 
double chin;

Our poet reducer is from Min- 
neapolis, and she has the right 
idea, to grit her teeth. That’s the 
whole secret behind chin beauti- 
fiers, to tense the muscles of the 
throat first and concentrate on 
working all those big and little 
muscles under the skin. There 
are more than a dozen muscles un- 
der that double chin, the main 
muscles reinforced by smaller 
ones, and it’s up to these muscles 
to keep the chinline snug. When 
the muscles are in tone, they do 
a beautiful job. But when they 
sag sadly and the calories go over 
the top, naturally you take it on 
the chin. — 

Well, chin up, we'll take it off! 
You can work directly on the 
platysma muscle, which lies right 
under the tip of the chin, the 
exact spot that tends to become 
flabby and interlarded with fat.

The platysma is of interest mostly 
from a cosmetic standpoint. It 
doesn’t do much to keep the head 
up; its job is to contract the skin 
along the frontline of the throat 
and keep it snug. Here’s an exer- 
cise that helps take up the slack! 


Rest your head back on your 
shoulders and look straight up to- 
ward the ceiling. Grit your teeth, 
then open your mouth and draw 
up strongly with the throat mus- 
cles. Now pull the lower lip up 
over the upper lip. That irons out 
the wrinkles. It isn’t exercise 
you can frolic through. It must 
be done slowly and forcibly and 
against resistance. The muscles 
under the skin should do all the 
work. Three times will be enough. 
But you can take it three times, 
morning and night. 


Now concentrate on that line at 
the back of the neck. The secret 
is to keep that line very straight. 
This gives the head a beautiful 
balance that holds the chin level. 
That head carriage discourages 
chin troubles. 

Of course there is the little mat- 
ter of calories. The only effective 
chinstrap would be to put it 
straight across the mouth and tie 
it firmly upward. It’s usually 
pastry calories and assorted car- 
bohydrates that snuggle under the 
chin, for they top off the meal and 
are the ones most likely to go over 
the top of your calorie require- 
ments. So if our campus cook wil] 
just leave off rich desserts, she 
can take it off the chin on the 
double.

Raeder Pleads 
He Rebuilt Navy 
A-La-Versailles 


NUERNBERG, May 15—(?) — 
Grand Adm. Erich Raeder testi- 
fied before the International Mili- 
tary Tribunal Wednesday that he 
reconstructed the German Navy 
“within the framework of the 
Versailles Treaty,” and even was 
reproached when Hitler came to 
power for failing to rebuild to the 
full limits of the treaty. 


Raeder, thirteenth of the 22 Nazi 
defendants to present his defense, 
testified that all his work was sub- 
ject to the approval of President 
Von Hindenberg and his govern- 
ment and later to the approval of 
the Nazi regime, and added that 
the blame for what he called 
“minor breaches” of the Versailles 
Treaty could be placed upon both 
governments. 

Raeder’s counsel, introducing 
more than 600 pages of documents, 
attempted to show that Raeder not 
only had observed the Versailles 
terms, but had built less ships 
than the treaty allowed. The docu- 
ments purported to show that Ger- 
many built three armored battle- 
ships instead of eight permitted by 
the treaty; six of eight cruisers 
and 12 of 32 destroyers. 

Before Hitler’s accession to pow- 
er, Raeder said, the Reichstag was 
not inclined to approve an os vs 
program and “we had to fight 
the ships we got.” 

The 70-year-old Admiral was 
Commander-in-Chief of the Ger- 
man Navy at the outset of World 
War IT,
